Restriction of Immigration. 
To the Iditor of the Post-Dispatch. 


I had hoped to see an editorial cover- 
ing the present “bill” at Washington. D. 
C. for the restriction and limiting of 
immigration. This subject should be of 
interest to the American public and er- 
pecially important to American labor. A 
few of the many reasons for restricting 
immigration may well be given. 

Before the outbreak of the world’s 
war, immigration to the United States 
averaged some 1.250,000 yearly’ Of this 
number 30 to 40 cent returned and. 
finally made their homes in Europe. Some | 
26 to 30 per cent were the so-called 
“hihds of passage,’ who came during 
times of prosperity and left during times 
ef depression. This class took every op- 
portunity for their advancement, to the 
detriment of others, causing wages to re- 
main relatively low and preventing the 
improvement of conditions of the perma- 
nent laboring class. . 
There is a natural tendency for races 
having similar language and customs to 
ling, together, work together and to be 
employed in the same industries. and: in 
there later years there has been a segre- | 
Ration in the larger cities and larger in- 
dustrial centers. For example, of the to- 
‘tml Slovak immigration to the United 
Mtates in 1914, Pennsylvania attracted 44 
per cent, as well as 13 per cent of the 
Ruthenians, 23 per cent of the Lithu- 
ayians, and nearly 20 per cent of the Ital- 
iat. From 1900 to 1910 the native-born 
population of Pennsylyania increased 
only 16.3 per cent, while foreign-born 
increased 46.4 per cent. How long will ft 
be. if no restrictions are made, that the 
entire racial composition of that State 
will be changed? In the earlier immigra- 
tow there was an in@lination for the fol- 
lowing of the old occupations. yet in New 
York, Pennsylvania, Massachusetts 
Minois there were jn 1910 47 per cent of 
the foreign-born then residents of the 
Mnited States—clear proof that most of 
our immigrants, add to an already over-

THE MOTOR-TRUCK TOU'R. 

The demonstration tour of 50 motor trucks through 
Missouri and Illinois the past week, with x‘t. Louis as 
the point of origin and destination, is in many respects 
the most ambitious enterprise in our motor-truck his- 
tory. The itinerary of some 400 miles has presy'mably | 
presented a wide variety of conditions. The “Ia of 
the journey, when compiled, should furnish fresh and 
valuable data on this new metbod of transportation 
which should be of interest to the entire country, and) 
especially to the Southwest. 

As a transportation agency the motor truck, of course, 
has already arrived. In the United States, however, its 
utility has been restricted to the short haul, though 
one\Nlong-distance experiment in the Hast was very suc- 
cessful from the two vital standpoints of time and costs. 
And many of the large cities, including St. Louis, have 
regularly established motor-truck service with some of 
their suburbs. 

The probable result of this St. Louis experiment 
should be to banish the short-haul limitation and to 
introduce the motor truck as a practicable and preferable 
means of transportation, regardless of’ distance. 

Obviously, the motor truck is a good road vehicle. 
The good road is a prerequisite. Given that, its eco- 
nomic advantages do not have to be argued. It is free 
entirely of that burden of overhead inevitable to the 
steam road and the trolley. It liberates the farmer, too, 
from the fixed time of the train schedule, enabling him 
to consult his own convenience in the:delivery of his 
products, 

Someone has defined transportation as the ‘hallmark 
of civilization.’ The metaphor need not be too closely 
examined: Everybody knows fhat the more and better 
tgausportation a country has the richer and fuller ts the 
life of its people. One unpardonable crime of which the 
American people have been guilty has been their more 
or less acquieseent dependence on the railroads While 
the great rivers have been left to waste away their in- 
calculable worth in idleness. That day of ignoble con- 
tent is about ended. The demand for joint river and 
rail service is now a national clamor and it will not 
cease until complied with.

OUR DISMAYING STRAWBERRY CRISIS. 

What's the matter with the strawberry? 

The advance in the price of this fruit of almost per- 
fect qualities has been viewed by the public with intense 
alarm and also with mystification. Some advance in 
price was to be expected along with the war advance in 
other things, but we did not ration our populace to feed

fresh strawberries to the starving Belgians or supply 


the strawberry deficiencies of our heroic allies. Why, 
then, has there been a six or seven fold increase in 


While the appreciative ultimate consumer of straw- 


‘constantly diminishing. The Federal Bureau of Mar- 
kets tells us all about it in a seasonable review. Of 
16 states growing early strawberries, the most northerly 
of which is Missouri, the acreage devoted to the crop 
has declined from 98,825 acres in 1916, to 51,255 acres in 
1919. Im forecasts the total crop in these states this 
year was estimated at 2,350,640 crates of 24 quarts each, 
instead of 4,332,218 erates in 1918, 6,920,369 crates in 1917 
and 8,278,215 crates in 1916. 

Five years ago 14,553 carloads of strawberries were 
shipped from these states. Last vear only 7383 carloads 
were shipped and this year the amount will be much. 
less. Last year Missouri shipped 620 carloads, but up 
to late in May this year had shipped only 213 carloads. 
Tennessee has shipped 850 loads instead of 1121 last 
year. The Missouri acreage devoted to strawberries has 
@eclined to 4370 acres. At this rate, how long wil! it 
be before strawberries cost $1 a box? 

One of the easiest fruits to raise, barring. of course. 
late frosts, hail, drouth and excessive rains, strawber- 
‘ries are one of the most difficult to market. Picking 
them is one of the most laborious of al! farm tasks. 
Their exceedingly perishable nature demands the very 
minimum in time between producer and consumer. If 
the professional strawberry grower is turning to other 
things-—-even President Nelson of our State Board of 

Agriculture has tired of it—the amateur grower must 
come to the rescue. Strawberries at from 25 to % cents

He was an ob- 
server at many European maneuvers 
and wrote many pamphlets on artil- 
lery fire. He joined the Madero rev- 
olution and, later, the Constitution- 
alist movement under Carranza 
When Villa broke with Carranza, the 
prospect of action with Villa lured 
Angeles to his side, and together 
they conducted an aggressive 
paign in the north which had such 
a disastrous ending at the battle of 
Celaya. After this Angeles deserted 
Villa, bought a dairy in the El Paso 
valley and announced his intention 
of retiring from Mexican military 
and political affairs. When the Eu- 
ropean war broke out he went to 
New York an inspector of shells 
for the French Government and quit 
this to rejoin Villa in Mexico. 

Even in the field Angeles shaves 
daily, wears clean linen and carries 
nm toilet kit on an extra pack mule, 
Villa prefers a flannel shirt and a 
soft collar to starched:linen, shaves 
intervals when in the field 
and wears ready-made suits and 
square-toed shoes.

OR the first time in 20 years the United States 
Government has especially prepared a _ series 
of its postage stamps for use in a foreign land 
On account of the confusion associated with the 
price of silver today, such franking labels are to be 
put in circulation in China 
Not since the days of the Spanish-American War 
have United States stamps with overprinted marking 


Which philatelists call “surcharges,” been put into 
use in territory outside of the United States. During 
that period, surcharged American adhesives were dis 


patched to Cuba. Porto 
(;uam for temporary or 
nating in those 


Rico, the Philippines and 

provisional use on mail origi- 
Spanish possessions. 

The stamps now being prepared by order of the Post- 
office Department are to be sold only through the 
United States postal agency at Shanghai, and for the 
prepayment of postage only on mail which is deposited 
through that agency for transmission to addresses in 
the United States and colonies. The prices at which 
these adhesives will sell in Shanghai differ in that 
it will require twice as much Chinese silver money, 
to ‘buy one stamp, as the purchaser will have to sur- 
render if he makes payment in gold.. 

It is to simplify this method of payment that the 
Government decided to incorporate in the text, of the 
surcharge an additional value which amounts to twice 
the face value of each stamp. To illustrate. the over-

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Busy Times for Stamp’ Collectors 


country and an additional value. The 10-cent special 
delivery stamp also is treated in this manner. Of (li 
current series, only the 11 and 13 cent denominations 
are not to be thus surcharged. 

In a circular issued to Postmasters throughout the 
country, A. M. Dockery, Third Assistant Postmaster- 
General, alluding to the Shanghai issue, states that the 
overprinted text is to be black on al! the stamps except 


the 7-cent and §1 denomination, on which iH is to 
be red, for the reason that the 7-cent itself is black 
and the $1 is violet-brown. The circular adds 

‘The Shane hai surcharged stamps will not be. issued 
to Postmasters in the United States.” 

The elfeet of this order is that yhilatelists probably 
will not be able to enter ‘postoffices in this country 
and purchase the stamps of this novel issue instead, 


it is apparent they will have to wait until the Postof- 


fice Department has dispatched the labels all the way 
to China, where dealers agents will at once purchase 
large quantities and send them hack to the United 
States for sale to collectors

Most Secret and Caretully Guarded War Factory 


Plant where one thousand men were iso- 
lated to make a liquid of almost in- 
credible deadliness—Work so dan- 
gerous that by armistice day prac- 
tically all had been in the hospital 
—Immense quantity of “gas” ready 
for spring drive, bat actually none 
of it was used in battle — All has 
now been destroyed ge: ge:

LL honor to the man who had the fearless 
courage to charge single handed a Hun 
machine-gun nest, and single handed, 
wipe it out. But not all of our heroes 
of the great war were found on the bat- 
tlefields. 

Some of them worked for months 
under conditions more hazardous than service in the 
front-line trenches and so far their heroic acts, which 
would have won medals overseas, have remained un- 
recorded. Thousands of them have returned quietly to 
civil life bearing merely as their reward the silver 
chevrons that denote service at home. 

Among them were workers in poison gas factories. 
One thousand men toiled for nearly a year behind a 
barbed-wire stockade, guarded day and night, denied 
even the freedom of talking of their work with out- 
siders. They could not even tell wives and mothers 
where they were and the work was so hazardous that 
a 60-bed hospital provided for them was at times over- 
crowded. It is said not a single man escaped a trip 
to the hospital. 

Denied even the ordinary pleasures of camp life, 
they worked like madmen until some of them actually 
collapsed, physically. They were urged on by the 
thought that the thing they were making meant the 
absolute destruction of a great part of the German 
army and a speedy termination of the war. On their 
efforts hung the lives of thousands of our boys over- 
seas. 

The thing they were making was ‘Methyl,’ a new 
poison gas, the most deadly substance known to man 

“Methyl,” like “mustard gas,” is really not a gas, 
but a heavy liquid, with almost the consistency of 
maple syrup. It is a light amber in color and has the 
fragrance of geranium blossoms. And vet it is so 
deadly that a single drop on the palm of a man’s hand 
quickly penetrates to the blood and an agonizing death 
surely results in a few hours. There is no known way 
to stop its action. 

Scientists of the Chemical Warfare Service—and that 
is the organization to which these men belonged—esti- 
mate that Methyl is 72 times more poisonous than mus- 
tard gas, and the latter was by far the most effective 
gas used on the battlefields. 

Methy! was never used in battle, but it is betray- 
ing no military secret now to say that it would have 
been used as the chief element of surprise in the allies’ 
spring offensive, had the armistice not been signed 

The plant at Willoughby, a little town about 109 
miles east of Cleveland, was producing 20 tons a day 
of the stuff when the armistice was signed, and their 
schedule called for delivery of 3000 tons of Methyl on 
the battle line by May 1. 


lt was planned to use practically the whole amount 
in a giant bombardment of the German lines from the 
sea to the Swiss border and officers who are familiar 
with the gas firmly believe a great part of the Ger- 
man army would have been wiped out in a day. 

Most of it was being loaded in high-explosive shells, 
each of which would have sprayed its deadly contents 
over a wide area. And few men within that area would 
have escaped. The gas mask is no _ protection 


against Methyl, because it penetrates the clothing 
readily and certain death follows 

The story of how Methyl came to be sounds like an 
H. G. Wells novel. The full history has not been re- 
vealed, but this much can be told: 

The deadly fluid was accidentally discovered many 
years ago by an American chemist, who was studying 
in Italy. He made a few experiments with the fluid, 
discovered its terrible possibilities and immediately 
destroyed his formulas and the few drops he had pro- 
duced. 

When the war broke out, this chemist, then an old 
man, recalled his discovery in Italy, asked the as- 
sistance of a professor in a nearby university and to- 
gether they again worked out the formlua. Then it was 
offered to the Chemical Warfare Service. 


Experiments were carried a little further in the ex- 
perimental laboratories of an American university, 
under the direction of Maj. J. B. Conant. Then it was 
decided to go ahead and the problem was turned over 
to Col. F. M. Dorsey, chief of the Development Divi- 
sion of the Chemical Warfare Service, with headquar- 
ters in Cleveland. An abandoned automobile plant at 
Willoughby was found suitable, and on July 19, 1918, 
the plant was taken over by the Government. On July 
20 Maj. Conant arrived with his laboratory equipment 
packed in trunks and shipped as personal baggage, and 
on the same day a force of 25 men was set at work re- 
modeling the plant. 


This force was increased from day to day until a 
thousand men, all drafted into the Chemical Warfare 
Service from every section of the country, were at 
work. These chemists received the pay of army 
privates—$:;0 a month. Space does not permit detail-

ing here all of the obstacles met and overcome, but 
they were legion 

Not every Tom, Dick and Harry could get into this 
branch of the service. In the first place, they had to 
be men who, without the slightest question, could be 
thoroughly trusted. Next their station in life had to be 
such they could freely volunteer for as long a time as 
their labor might be required. The possibility of sick 
wives, children, business matters or anything else which 
might prompt a man to ask for a long furlough was a 
prime consideration. And each man, before being ac- 
cepted for this most secret of war factories, was given 
to understand that he was going to be isolated from the 
world for a good long time—without any definite prom- 
ise of release. 

The greatest secrecy was maintained. The few offi- 
cers who were allowed outside the plant were not al- 
lowed to divulge the nature of the product or even the 
existence of the plant.

Men at the headquarters of 
the Development Division 
were forbidden to even in- 
quire what was going on at 
Willoughby. One man who 
was so indiscreet as to ask 
one of the guards of the plant 
what. was being made was 
promptly arrested and quite 
as promptly transferred to 
Willoughby. He found out. 


ha sey From this incident the plant 


became known among men in 
the service as the “Mouse 
Trap.” 

All mail from the plant was 
censored to see that no infor- 
mation leaked out and all of 
it was received through a lock 
box address at Cleveland. The men were not allowed 
to send or receive telegrams or other communications 
at Willoughby. 


At first the men were not allowed outside the barbed 
wire. But latér they were allowed some freedom with- 
in the town under the promise to tell nothing of their 
work. It is a remarkable fact that not a single in- 
stance of a breach of this trust was found. 

To further safeguard the secret, the process of mwan- 
ufacture was divided into five steps and one workman 
was allowed to know only the step in which he was 
directly engaged. The process is very complicated, so 
there is no fear that it will ever be duplicated by men 
employed at Willoughby. 

A system of alarms was installed and regular gas 
drills were held. So efficient was the system that while 
there were many casualties there were no deaths. This

Still Living 


Mrs. Samantha Stanton Nellis of Naples, New York, 
surviving daughler of the American Revolution, 
living Methodist and the most venerable Red Cross member 
—Honors visiled on this remarkable woman 
raling her 109th anniversary — Her father was at Washing- 
ton’s side at Valley Forge and crossed the Delaware with the 
intrepid Continental Army Ss 1 


ERTINACJTY in clinging to life has 
served to crowd remarkable honors on Mrs. 
Samantha Stanton Nellis, who has passed 
her 109th birthday and who, next January, 
will be five score and ten. 

Mrs. Nellis is the oldest living Methodist 
in the entire world and besides she is the 
only living daughter of the American Revolution—at 
least, she is the only survivor so far as known. Two 
weeks ago all the Protestant churches of her home city 
of Naples, N. Y., joined in a community service in her 
honor, and letters and telegrams carrying greetings 
and congratulations fairly dazed this remarkable 
woman, who has lived through every war that has 
engaged the United States since the American Revolu- 
tion. These have come regularly on her anniversary 
days, and she has become quite accustomed to the 
special attention shown her on these annual occasions. 
In her collection and among the highest-prized is the 
following, sent to her when she was 105 years of age: 

My Dear Mrs. Nellis: It is with the greatest 
interest that I learn of your approaching 105th 
birthday. I want to send you just a line of 
sincere congratulation and to express the hope 
that for years still to come you will be vouch- 
safed life and the power to enjoy it.

At the community service arranged in her honor 
by the people of Naples the Rev. Dr. Frederick T. Ken- 
ny, executive secretary of the Centenary movement 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church for the Buffalo 
district, presided and delivered a most impressive ser- 
mon, in which he reviewed the church activities of 
Mrs, Nellis, which began in her childhood and extend- 
ed over almost a complete century. The entire town 
turned out in her honor and the ordeal of the recep- 
tion seemingly occasioned her very little fatigue. She 
was thoroughly at home in her role of honor guest and 
responded as appropriately as her cohdition would per- 
mit to every felicitation offered. It was the opinion 
of the ministers who participated in the joint service 
that she was entitled also to the distinction of being 
the oldest white woman in the country. When she 
was 108 many of her friends who had formed a Red 
Cross chapter formally inducted her as a member and 
gave her still another honor in being the oldest mem- 
ber of that beloved organization. 

An old friend and former neighbor of this virile old 
lady who thus defies the ravages of time, is Mrs. 
Carolyn B. Parker, who resides at 5745 Helen avenue, 
on the outskirts of St. Louis. Mrs. Parker has spent 
many days in the company of Mrs. Nellis and has fur- 
nished much of the material for this article. “Mrs. 
Nellis,’ she wrote, “is well entitled to all the honor 
that has been shown her and I trust she will continue 
to enjoy the health that will permit her to acknowledge 
such attentions When you stop to think what has 
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transpired in her day and what it has 
been ordained for her to witness, you 
cannot help but wonder. There is 
not the slightest doubt that her age 
is accurately given. In the old Bible 
back in her home at Naples, yellow 
with age and ragged from constant 
use, you will find this entry standing 
out boldly in the family history of 
the Stantons:

hangs among those entitled to special honor in the 
hall at Washington. She is a member of Astenoygan 
Chapter, which she joined in 1899. She is the possessor 
of two gold spoons given her on each passing half cen- 
tury in recognition of her father’s services as one of 
Gen. Washington's body guards, in the early history 
of the colonies. She lives in a large farmhouse and 
through her own choice sleeps in a cold room off from 
the kitchen. The house and grounds are neatly kept 
and the place has a homelike air. Her memory, the 
last time I saw her, was playing her pranks, but the 
big, impressive events were still fresh in her mind. 
All of her children have passed away, but she has her 
grandchildren and great-grandchildren, who are a 
real comfort to her. When her memory begins its 
flights she makes very odd misstatements and in her 
chats with her callers tells some that she is just 16 
years old, while others are told that she is 1000. Up 
to quite recently she always did her little tasks about 
the place and took a pride in her chickens and saw to 
it that they were fed and given fresh water. Her ap- 
petite has always seemed good and she thoroughly 
enjoys her meals and the company at the table. She 
was the youngest, save one of a family of 10 children. 
Of her own children, three were boys and there was 
one girl, all of whom are survived by the wonderful 
mother. | 

“When she was in a reminiscent mood she used to 
recall incidents of her childhood, and then she would 
let us all know about her father’s part in the war that 
made the United States a reality. A story she used to 
like to tell was about a girl who attended the same 
village school, and who for some slight infraction of 
the rules, was ordered to remain after the other chil- 
dren were dismissed. The girl waited until the mas- 
ter’s back was turned and then she jumped through 
the open window and ran to her home, just as well as 
might be expected of any boy. Mrs. Nellis used to tell 
us this to illustrate her point that the girls of that day 
could very well take care of themselves. 

Her recollection of the bigger happenings was very 
keen up to a few years ago, but I gather from recent 
news from the old town that her memory is cracking 
under the strain of her 109 years. When one stops to 
think that she was here, though a very small child, 
when the battle of New Orleans was fought, when Na- 
poleon met with his Waterloo and was able to read 
of the great speeches of*Webster, Clay, Quincy Adams 
and Calhoun, we marvel indeed that she is still here— 
here in person, though living in the past.

“An acre in Middlesex is better than a prin- 
Cipality in Utopia.’ 
UCH was the observation of Macaulay 
on the Utopian dream of the great 
philosopher, Francis Bacon. Having 
such an opinion of the Baconian plan 
of uplifting mankind, it is not difficult 
to guess What Macaulay would think of 
the Bolsheviki were he here today, to 
speak for himself. Since the apologists for the 
Lenine-Trotzky plan of government persist in 
calling it a sort of workable Utopia, that these 
worthies are trying to bring about, with meth- 
ods far removed from the accepted Utopian no- 
tion of things, it is very fair to assume that the 
great English historian and word painter would 
find himself in straits seeking expressions of 
sufficient force to adequately picture his loath- 
ing of the Soviet scheme of readjusting the 
problems of life. 


Since the time of Plato, pupil of Socrates and 
philosopher extraordinary, who is the acknowl- 
edged pioneer of things Utopian, there have been 
many imitators, and among these was the won- 
derfully gifted Bacon. In his literary expedi- 
tion into the realm of Utopia, Bacon followed 
the ideas generally promulgated some 2000 years 
before by Plato, and since then other dreamers 


tality of the soul could not receive employ- 
ment in the Utopian establishments. His men 
were peaceful, and if war had to be waged in 
‘self-defense, they would simply employ mer- 
cenaries to do the fighting. There were Many 
other features involving the condition of the 
laborers, the protection of children and hygt- 
enic requirements to conserve the public 
health. 

More's plan of making a model govern- 
ment created such an impression in Saxony 
that Thomas Muezner, a Protestant preacher, 
understook to form a settlement with all the 
principles outlined in More's book, but before 

‘ going very far he added some of his own. He 
raised a.following and going forth promptly 
found what he was looking for, and that was 
a very severe battle, in which he suffered ig- 
nominious defeat. He was tortured, behead- 
ed, and when he was thus disposed of, there 
were the Anabaptists left as a heritage. This 
band scattered all over Switzerland, Holland, 
North Germany and Moravia, under the lead- 
ership of Matthias, a banker, who soon col- 
lapsed under the strain and passed the task 
to an innkeeper known as John of Leyden. 

The new leader, like the others, claimed to 
be acting under heavenly inspiration, and dor- 
ing his meteoric career annexed some 15 Wives, 
which was certainly not permissible under 
the More system, in addition to acquiring a 
throne and a uniformed escort. He was final- 
ly seized, exhibited in an iron cage and then 
beheaded. These Anabaptists announced at 
the beginning that the world would have to 
accept their doctrines, just as Lenine and 
Trotzky have been saying since they deposed 
Kerensky, took over Russia and convert- 
ed it into a near madhouse. Getting away 
from the basic principles of Utopianism seems 
to be a besetting evil with those who start 
out to revolutionize governments and society; 
and in this respect the soviet leaders who are 
furnishing anarchy in lieu of order are mere- 
ly following in the wake of some of those who 
undertook to develop the theories of Plato, 
Sir Thomas More and Francis Bacon 

Bacon was not quite as replete with detail 
as was More. In his ideal world of “The New 
Atlantis” he placed his brotherly love com- 


have come to the fore with schemes more or less 
Visionary. Some of these have been put into being on 
a small scale in various parts of the world, and there 
are colonies still existent, whose founders were animat- 
ed by the same yearnings felt by Plato, Bacon and Sir 
Thomas More, who likewise belongs in the foreground 
of Utopia. 

Notwithstanding the jibes of the scoffers and the 
pallies of those who would offer discouragement in 
the form of ridicule, your Utopian is by no means so 
easily suppressed. He has plodded along, and he has 
had his place in all histories since Herodotus began 
setting it down, so that those who felt so inclined might 
read. Even before that early day, he had his place in 
the legends and traditions that came down in the days 
of Socrates and Plato from a period 9000 years back. 
Plato tells of dreams that had been entertained in that 
remote era and a repetition of these fanned the hopes 
and fed the imaginations of those who sought the 
earthly millennium, where want and misery would be 
unknown, where there would not be the slightest ex- 
cuse for crime, where justice would be infallible and 
happiness universal. Though standards of human hap- 
piness and even contentment have greatly changed with 
pucceeding centuries, man continues to seek the same 
goal in life: pursuit of happiness and ample latitude for 
thought and action, were as anxiously striven for by the 
ancients as they are by the people of the present day. 
Because the character of man appears in the state un- 
changed, though in the larger) form, Plato pictured 
Socrates as studying the ideal man himself through 
the ideal or Utopian state. In one of the dialogues 
Critias undertakes to explain what had been revealed 
to him by his venerable grandfather, Dromides. This 
revelation told of a republic such as Socrates had 
imagined, which covered a large area, with Athens as 
the center. The climate was ideal, the people wise 
and courageous, with the highest and most thoroughly 
unselfish ideals. Justice was done to all, and the peo- 
ple lived in blissful contentment until the sad day of 
the invasion of the strange people from the great Island 
of Atlantis. 


This island was greater than all of Libya and Asia 
combined, and lay west of the Atlantic Ocean. Thus 
it was that America was dreamed of thousands of years 
before it occurred to Columbus that there was some- 
thing worth while awaiting discovery. The revelation 
of Critias told how the ideal government was de- 
stroyed by this invasion of the grasping Kings of the 
Island of Atlantis, and how later on the whole world 
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was destroyed by floods and earthquakes. But this was 
only tradition and that was as far as the revealer could 
70 with the stories given bim by Dromides. 


The republic as it occurred to Plato was the guiding 
inspiration of the distinguished Utopians who came 
later. This philosopher made justice the basic and 
ruling civic virtue, that would secure perfect govern- 
ment for the sons and daughters of men. This equity 
for all, would be guaranteed by the ruling or governing 
class, to be composed of magistrates who would have 
the dignity of office thrust upon them rather than 
acquiring the same by self-solicitation. Necessarily, 
they should be of such wisdom and probity as to be 
far above corruption and their lives and acts should be 
such as to make their rulings in all things final, with- 
out recourse to written enactments. His soldiers would 
be patriotic, courageous men, who would serve merely 
for the protection of the model republic and never be 
employed for the purpose of conquest or punitive raids 
on other lands or peoples. Then, to make things stable 
among the people, he would have everybody in com- 
fortable circumstances, with no extreme wealth on one 
side or wretched want on the other. 


Sir Thomas More's “Utopia” was given to the world 
in 1516, more than 100 years before Bacon went into 
the philosophy of the subject. More had been Chan- 
cellor of England and got his inspiration while he 
was traveling on diplomatic errands. He was familiar 
with the history of Columbus and Amerigo Vespucci 
and their discoveries, and the new possibilities opened 
by their voyages had made a profound impression in 
England, which, no doubt, had much to do with the 
fanciful picture presented by this statesman. He wrote 
of a number of cities formed on communistic or Uto- 
pian principles where all was peace, harmony and con- 
tentment among their inhabitants. In his scheme he 
recognized the existence of slavery, as in his groups 
or families he had two bondmen assigned to each. 
He had all of his cities uniform in size and population 
and had enough agricultural land assigned to each 
city to supply the food necessary for its sustenance. 
Each family was limited to 40 persons, and when it 
grew beyond that limit by additional arrivals of chil- 
dren, some of the excess was given to families that 
were short of the established limit. His plan sur- 
rounded marriage with formalities and made infidelity 
punishable by slavery. While he had religious liberty 
established in his Utopia, those who did not believe 
in the existence of a Supreme Being and the immor- 
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monwealth in the far Pacific, where a great 
continent was even then supposed to be awalt- 
ing the discoverer. Thus the modern Atlantis 
implied the coming of Australia as the ancient At- 
lantis suggested the existence of America. In his 
ideal world, Bacon essayed through experimental! aci- 
ence, the dominion of men over things. Science was 
made the great civilizer and men were brought to- 
gether in a community of love and co-operation. 

Since the days of More and Bacon there have been 
many other schemes classified as Utopian, but not a 
great number of these progressed to the stage of actual 
experimentation. The Incas of Peru had a working 
Utopia that antedated More, and were getting along 
nicely until they were discovered by the gold-seeking 
Spaniards, led by the ruthless Pizarro, who promptly 
rémoved the government as well as the treasure. These 
adventurers may or may not have heard of the mean- 
ing of Utopianism, but money in hand appealed to 
them more forcibly than any theories involving ideal 
government, with the brotherhood of man an estabe- 
lished institution. Whatever ideals the Incas may have 
cherished were very quickly dispelled after their bar- 
bareus mistreatment by the invaders from Europe, 
And the Montezumas went in the same way. They 
had gold, which was very much sought after, and the 
Indians and their government had to get out of the way. 

Of the more modern Utopias, there are several still 
surviving in this country, and, like nearly every move- 
ment of the kinf, they are most intimately associated 
with some religious motive, based on biblical interpre 
tation. The oldest is the Shaker colony, established ag 
early as 1794, whose pioneers brought their own theo 
logy and industry with them. They are strong Spirit- 
ualists and assert that the second coming of Christ hag 
been, and that theirs is the only true church. They are 
strong believers in celibacy, oral confession, community 
of interest, peace, ponresistance and retirement from 
the busier parts of the world. They have moved about 
some and many of their followers have gotten away 
to help in the formation of other sects, which have 
been particularly active in Pennsylvania. 

The Oneida Community, which has run a sort of a 
model self-repressed c@lony in Oneida County, N. Y,., 
for many years, has prospered very much in material 
things. Its manufactured products are known all over 
the world and rank high in design and quality. 

John Alexander Dowie, who founded the community 
at Zion City, near Chicago, in the face of marked oppo-

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Memorial Geokde Washington Planned in His 
to Be Completed Now 
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The $10,000,000 National Memorial to be erected at Washington in honor of all American fighting men, and for which the first donation 


GREAT memorial temple, in 
honor of all American 
fighting men, living and 
dead, is to be erected at 
Washington, and, 
strangely enough, the 
original suggestion, as 
well as the first contribution to the 
building fund, came from George Wash- 
ington himself! . 

It was in his will that Washington 
set aside $25,000 in stock certificates 
to be used as a cumulative fund for 
the diffusion of knowledge. However, 
those were turbulent times in the history of the young 
republic; the people were too busy developing the re- 
sources, improving the laws and attending to the press- 
ing needs of national growth generally to carry on the 
project. 

Eventually the stock lost its value and one of the dy- 
ing wishes of the father of his country seemed in a fair 
way to remain forever unfulfilled. It was nearly a cen- 
tury later that a movement was started to carry out 
this last request of the first President. A society was 
formed and various proposals were advanced. Some 
favored the foundation of a university, but this was 
obviously unfit, as each state had its own university, 
as well as many others. 

Nothing much of any importance was done until the 
presidency of the George Washington Memorial As- 
sociation was given to Mrs. Henry F. Dimock, sister 
of William C. Whitney, who, as Secretary of the Navy, 
won the sobriquet of “father of the American navy.” 

With characteristic Whitney energy she set about get- 
ting something accomplished. She gathered about her 
many associates who were in a position to give this 
movement impetus, and, by way of making it inter- 
esting, also gathered contributions of about $350,000 in 
cash, as well as contingent subscriptions. 

Obviously, one of the most important things was a 
suitable site, and Congress was importuned to furnish 
it. which resulted in the granting of the tract of land 
formerly partly occupied by the Pennsylvania Station, 
between Sixth and Seventh streets, and backing up 
against B street. This probably is the most attractive 
unoccupied site in Washington—unoccupied save for 
temporary buildings of the War Department, which will 
be torn down 

That done, next was the design, and Mrs. Dimock ar- 
ranged for a competition by a dozen leading archi- 
tects. The committee selected the design of Tracy & 
Gwartwout, a New York firm, and no criticism of that 
decision has been heard. It provides for a rectangular, 
four-story, white marble structure, the principal feature 
of which will be an auditorium capable of seating 7000 
persons. 

It is planned to make this the national meeting place. 
Conventions of national or international character, in- 
augural receptions, concerts and the like may be held 
there, and it already has been suggested that it would 
form an ideal place for the official meetings of the 
league of nations. 

Thus, the memorial would become “the community 
center of the world,’’ and it is pointed out that no more 
fitting memorial could be erected to the men whose 
heroism and sacrifice made possible the peaceful set- 
tlement of the world’s affairs, than a temple where 
those settlements would be made. 

The great oval auditorium on the first floor will oc- 
cupy a space of 38,500 square feet, with a gallery of 10,- 
000 square feet, while around its sides, much in the 
fashion of baby chicks hovering against the mother 


hen, will be smaller halls and rooms, large enough to* 


accommodate meetings of small patriotic, scientific, ed- 
ucational or military organizations. 

Some of these halls will be capable of housing small 
conventions. 

A banquet hall with serving rooms, where 600 per- 
sons may sit at once, will ocenpy much of the second 
floor space. Here, also, rooms will be set aside for

the permanent headquarters of those patriotic or other 
societies whose character and aims entitle them to 
homes in the National Memorial. 

Undoubtedly, the third and fourth floors will prove 
the most interesting of all to visitors, because they will 
contain precious relics, souvenirs of war, books on the 
science of war and histories and paintings of our great 
soldiers. Mementoes from all our wars, back to the 
days when the pioneers battled from the blockhouses 
against the Indians, will be found here. 

It is a long trail from the stone-headed club to the 
aerial torpedo, and from the aboriginal shield of hide 
to the latter-day gas mask, but all of these, and all that 
came between, will be on exhibition there. 

The National Museum and the Congressional Library 
contain a wealth of exhibits that can very properly 
be spared for the Memorial Museum. Letters written 
by Washington at Valley Forge, instructions sent by 
Lincoln to Grant, original copies of historic orders is- 
sued at crucial points in our history—all will find a 
natural and accessible repository in the memorial. 

Strictly American, is the conception of the'structure, 
according to the architects, Evarts Tracy and Egerton 
Swartwout, who declared that, in working out their 
ideals in the design, they absolutely disregarded Euro-

will appear on the front of 
the Memorial, extending along 
virtually the entire length of 
the building, will read: ‘Let

pean ideas and conventions. Incidentally, they are the 
architects who designed the Missouri State Capitol. 

Swartwout said that the United States is undergoing 
a renaissance in architecture. 

“Good work, of an originally national character, was 
done early in our history, of which the best examples 
to be found are the Capitol at Washington and the 
New York City Hall,” he said. “After that, we fell 
under the blighting influence of the Victorian period, 
with its ugly, ungraceful expression, and we are just 
beginning to recover. 

“Architectufe is necessarily consequent upon the 
spiritual development of its people, and the dominant 
characteristics of a people always crop out in their 
architecture, witness the Greeks, Egyptians, Goths, 
Normans and others. As our distinctly national traits 
become more clearly defined, so will our architecture,” 
Others have pointed out that this process of crystalliza- 
tion has been tremendously hastened by the war. The 
American doughboy was a character peculiar to himself, 
nor did he change under contact with men of other 
nations. - 

As the Memorial Building is strikingly national, all 
Americans will have an opportunity to aid in erecting 
it. A campaign to raise $9,000,000 by popular subscrip- 
tion will be started June 23 and solicitors for this fund 
will receive credentials from the headquarters of the 
association in Washington. About $1,000,000 has been 
raised. 

Mrs. Dimock has said that she would prefer that the 
fund be made up of pennies, dimes and quarters, if pos- 
sible, although, of course, some who are able and eager 
to contribute to such a cause will make larger subscrip- 
tions. This amount not only will pay the cost of con- 
struction, but will leave a fund from which the memo- 
rial may be maintained. 

Governors of all the states have pledged their support 
to the completion of the project, as have the Mayors 
of scores of cities. 

The names of all who give to the fund will be placed 
on the records of the institution, and, in addition, 
each child who gives will receive a button with the 
inscription, “This pin means a brick in the Memorial 
Building.” 

It is doubtful that any project of a similar character 
has had a more imposing list of sponsors, who are not 
distinguished by party or class. On the Advisory Coun- 
cil of the association are Elihu Root, Dr. Willlam 
Welch, Gen. Horace Porter, Dr. Charles D. Walcott, 
William H. Taft, Dr. Ira Remson, Prof. Fairfield Os- 
born.

Mrs. Dimock has received from Gen. Pershing a ca- 
blegram in which he states that he indorses, “in strong 
terms,’ the Memorial movement, pointing out that it 
will serve as an idea! spot for meetings held to honor 
the memory of those who have served their country.
